Uses hand tools, power tools 
and special equipment to test, repair and maintain buildings, physical plants and a variety of equipment.  Drives to and 
from work sites.

Performing these duties will involve:  expending physical energy for long periods of time; physical exertion such as 
repeated lifting of moderately heavy objects weighting up to eighty (80) pounds; deep bending, climbing steps and 
walking over rough surfaces for extended periods; operating City vehicles; adjusting to repetitive activities; reacting with 
dexterity, and coordination; ability to read, speak and write effectively; recognize sound, tone and pitch; perform duties 
during extreme levels of heat, cold, moisture and /or varied environmental and airport noise, fumes and odors and vehicle 
fumes; visually see details and colors of objects; observe and differentiate details; and work as a member of the team.  
Must be willing and available to work all shifts, including rotation, weekends and holidays.  Must be able to obtain and 
maintain security clearances.
